New York. Oct. 19—One hundred 


men of the Third "Wisconsin volunteers 
came in on the transport Minnewaska, 
yesterday morning, and left in the after- 
noon. They are on furlough from their 
regiment. Part of the men left for the 
west over the Pennsylvania and others 
went on the Erie. 


The homesick men hoped they would 


get ashore when the Minnewaska docked 
last night, but because Governor Has- 
tings, and other Pennsylvanians wanted 
to give a demonstration for the 1,000 
Sixteenth Pennsylvania men who were 
aboard, the entire body of. men were 
kept over night on board ship: The 
men had all been paid off in Ports Rico 
and had plenty of money. 


A number of enterprising newsboys 


and venders did a thriving business in 
pies last night. They sold the soldiers 
five cent pies at 50 cents apiece, and 
were able to dispose of nil their stock at 
that 'price. 


The work of unloading the transport 


began at daylight this morning. Most 
of the men at once went to the nearest 
restaurants 
Many of them wore their 


slippers which they had obtained in 
Porto Eico. and their feet were nearly 
frozen before they could lind shoe stores. 
It was raw and chilly today, and the 
contrast with the balmy, hot climate | 
they had left was most striking and un- j 
comfortable.

bank, it is said, $400,000. The deposits 
aggregate $2,000,000. 
All sorts of ru- 


mors are flying around, and it is said 
•that prominent politicians identified 
with Senator Quay were allowed t-C 
•draw large sums of money from tho 
bank by the ex-president and ex-cash- 
ier.

At mid- 
night the town was in a turmoil, tho 
civil authorities being powerless to 
preserve order. Later the rioters wera 
arrested.

bank, so complete had been the sur- 
prise that the robbers always escaped. 
They have spread terror for. the last 
two months.

The rail- 
way wreck was due to the careless 
loading of freight cars down the line, 
so that they were struck by the ex- 
press bound up. 
The explosion of 


naphtha was probably due to bringing 
a naked light 
into a compartment 


which, it might have been known, was 
tilled with inflammable 
vapor. 
The 


Tivoli fire, in its turn, was practically 
a repetition of the fire in the charity 
bazar in Paris last year, without the 
frightful holocaust that attended that 
fire. It was due, like the other, to the 
reckless handling oi cinematographe 
apparatus. 


Though at first the" stock exchange 


politicians were nearly panic stricken' 
at news of the visit of the Russian for- 
eign minister, M. Mouravieff, to Paris, 
fearing it portended the offspring of 
Russian aid to France in her possible 
difficulty with Great Britain, they now 
are rapidly coming around to the view 
that the presence of the czar's right- 
hand man at the French capital makes 
for peace rather than for war. 
Ac- 


cordingly they show their faith by put- 
ting up the prices all around. The.fact 
Is. the Fashoda incident, so Jar 
as 


danger of war is concerned, is as good 
as closed, and such is the universal 
opinion. This, however, of course only 
means that the day when Great Britain 
shall settle the whole Egyptian ques- 
tion with France is postponed.

Maj. J. M. J. Sanno, inspectorgenera! 


of the department of the Dakotas and 
the lakes, who is stopping in town, 
has given the subject of modern im- 
plements of war 
careful considera- 


tion. 
"The war has shown one thing," 


said he, "and that is that future war- 
fare will ue dependent upon the ear 
antl not upon the eye. The use of 
smokeless powder has placed a new 
element in the art of war. 
Hereto- 


fore the smoke of the enemy's gun has 
been depended upon to give location 
of their forces, but now that is left 
entirely to the ear. This has been 
most plainly demonstrated. 
But-the 


truiuii;g of ihe car can be accomplish- 
ed to a very delicate point. 
Just us 


a musician's ear is trained to distin- 
guish the slightest changes in tone, 
so will that of the future soldier be 
trained to accurately detect Just' how 
far and from what direction the en- 
emy is firing. It will necessitate the 
introduction of new methods of drill- 
ing and training, 'out it is capable of 
very high development. 
There have 


been those who have maintained that 
with the long range guns battles could 
not be successfully fought at long 
range—at 1,000 or 1,500 yards—but 1 
think that the war has developed that 
this is not true. As in the past, it has 
been shown that positions from 200 
to 300 yards from the enemy's lines 
must be held in order to get satisfac- 
tory effects. 
Unless the forces of the 


enemy are massed the effect of long- 
range firing is not of any value, and, 
knowing this, no 
commander would 


place his men 1n that position. Vol- 
ley firing from a distance of 2,000 yards 
can be made to tell, if, as I said, the 
forces are 
massed."—Chicago
